HAVANA (AP)—Annual maneu­ 
vers by the U.S. Navy and Marine 
Corps in the Caribbean gave new 
impetus to Fidel Castro’s nation 
wide invasion alert today. A high 
official said all Cuba is under the 
equivalent of m artial law. 
Mobilization of military and la­ 
bor forces throughout the island 
was speeded as Castro's regime 
prepared for an invasion it insists 
is coming from tile United States 
by Jan. 18. 
More soldiers took battle sta­ 
tions 
along 
Havana's 
.seafront 
Malecon 
Drive. 
Militiamen dug 
more trenches in public parks and 
gardens along the ocean. 
U S. officials in Washington and 
Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, 
denied 
there was aggressive intent be­ 
hind the maneuvers, which started 
Monday. The Marines will tram 
on Vieques Island, off the coast of 
Puerto Rico and about 1,375 miles 
east of Havana. While ships of the 
maneuver force will

on Guantanamo Bay, the Navy 
said,

Negro Students Fail 
To Attend Classes 


ATLANTA (AP) — The Univer­ 
sity of Georgia continued operat­ 
ing on a segregated basis today 
because two Negroes ordered ad­ 
mitted by a federal court failtd 
to show up for classes. 
“The moment they appear on 
campus, 
pay 
their 
registration 
fees and walk into a classroom 
Gov. Ernest Vandiver will sign an 
order for immediate closure of the 
university,” 
an 
unimpeachable 
sources close to the chief execu­ 
tive told The Associated Press. 
This source explained that inte­ 
gration actually begins only when 
they report at a classroom. Then 
a state law cutting off funds be­ 
comes operative. 
Charlayne A. Hunter, 18, and 
Hamilton E. Holmes, 19, the Neg­ 
roes who seek to further their ed­ 
ucation at Georgia, were reported 
in Atlanta this morning. It was 
learned that Holmes 
had

scheduled to appear at a 9 a rn. 
class, but did not appear. 
In the absence of the Negroes 
and an official order from Vandi­ 
ver, fewer than normal white stu­ 
dents 
presented 
themselves 
for 
first classes at 8 a m. 
At the university. President O 
C. Aderhold went into conference 
with the school’s administrative 
council. They were awaiting word 
from the governor. 
Some students had packed and 
returned to their homes for a va 
cation after hearing that Vandi 
ver would shut the school until 
the legislature can act to repeal 
the funds cutoff provision in state 
law. 
Donald L. Hollowell, chief coun­ 
sel for the Negroes, was reported 
en route to Macon, Ga., IOO miles 
south of Atlanta, 
apparently 
to 
seek some new federal court or­ 
der. 
Vandiver announced at midnight 
Monday that he would cut off op­ 
erating funds if integration came. 
State Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook 
flew to Washington to appeal to 
the U.S. Supreme Court for a last- 
minute delay. 
Vandiver asked the legislature 
Monday night to repeal the law 
which would cut off funds to the 
university.

Begins Studies 


Medical Care Issue 
Brings W ord W ar

today gets down to the business 
of sifting recommendations that 
eventually will be turned over to 
President elect John F. Kennedy 
and to Congress.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The 
president of the State Board of 
Education has let loose a scathing 
attack on extracurricular school 
activities, 
including 
bands 
and 
athletics. He said parents and 
communities 
are to blame for 
overemphasizing such activities. 
Charlton E. Myers, a Marion 
attorney, also condemned failure 
of parents 
to discipline school 
youngsters. And he scorned at­ 
tempts to concentrate educational 
efforts on gifted children, and on 
science 
and 
mathematics 
pro­ 
grams. 
Organized s c h o o l activities, 
Myers told the board 
Monday, 
“are sapping the energy and si­ 
phoning off the attention of many 
students. As a result, many stud­ 
ents are too tired or too excited 
to concentrate upon their studies.” 
He said there has been some re­ 
duction In night basketball games 


during the week as a result of a 
board resolution. But, he added, 
“ I have never heard any serious 
suggestion that the total number 
of games be reduced.” 
Myers said former Harvard Uni­ 
versity president Dr. Jam es B. 
Conant recently expressed concern 
about football teams in junior high 
schools but he “ would be even 
more amazed were he to look at 
some elementary schools.” 
A" for school bands. Myers said, 
they are frequently kept out all 
night and “ calls are made for their 
.services that dare not always be 
denied. A ‘good cause’ seems to 
justify almost anything.” 
He said blame for overemphasis 
on extracurricular activities lies 
squarely with parents and com­ 
munities who demand them, not 
with educators or school boards. 
“Until we discipline ourselves to 
distinguish between learning and 


fun,” Myers asserted, “ we will 
continue to send to good teachers. 
in expensive buildings, children 
who are too tired and distracted 
to benefit.” 
The former juvenile court judge 
also took a swipe at parents whose 
children “ have learned to do what­ 
ever they please and, at school, 
create constant havoc.” 
“ We cannot afford the undisci­ 
plined child today,” he explained, 
because “there are students in 
large numbers who wish to study.” 
Myers 
said 
overemphasis 
on 
science and math education should 
not be allowed to continue. “ Let 
no one consider that freedom of 
mind and body can forever be 
guaranteed by scientists and math­ 
ematicians,” he observed 
The 
school 
board 
president 
warned, too, that emphasizing ed­ 
ucation of talented students should 
not be at the expense of all other 
students. He said the nation could 


not exist if it had to depend on 
“ an aristocracy of the high IQ” 
for leadership. 
Myers suggested a review of 
state board policy that minimum 
enrollment for a “ permanent high 
school center” be at least 240 
pupils in grades 9 through 12. He 
said that in many instances the 
240 figure has been construed as 
being recommended size. 
Many 
new 
consolidated 
high 
schools 
have much larger enrollments. 
He also proposed that the board 
determine some standard of de­ 
sirable size for a high school. 
The board appointed a 32 mem­ 
ber committee to develop propos 
ed standards of educational qual­ 
ity and consider the possibility of 
classifying high schools according 
to the quality of their instructional 
programs. Dr. Paul Klohr, assist­ 
ant dean of the Ohio State Univer­ 
sity College of Education, was 
named chairman of the group.

President-Elect Gets 
More Advice about 
Growing Joblessness

NEW YORK (AP) — The new 
report on the number out of work 
— and especially the prospect that 
the ranks will grow — will add 
to the pressure on congress to do 
something about the jobless prob­ 
lem. 
Ten days before he takes office, 
the 
president-elect 
already 
has 
been advised by a number of task 
forces to take steps aimed at vari­ 
ous and quite different goals but 
that also add up to much more 
federal spending. 
And that, at least in theory, 
usually 
translates 
into 
making 
more jobs — at least for the time 
being. 
A specific salve offered for the 
jobless ailment is an increase in 
unemployment payments or t"eir 
extension over longer periods. 
An intermediate cure proposed 
is a cut in income tax payments 
or a moratorium on withholding 
taxes. This is aimed at giving con­ 
sumers more money to spend, 
thus increasing effective demand 
for goods and services and as a 
final result stimulating the hiring 
of workers. 
More 
government 
spending 
would have a longer-term effect, 
since such projects take time to 
get under way. 
What 
the 
president-elect 
will 
recommend to Congress, and what 
the law makers will do about it, 
remains to be seen. 
More 
defense 
spending 
seem 
sure of being voted 
rhe hassle 
will be on how to spend the addi­ 
tional funds. 
Considerable 
controversy 
may 
greet any proposals by the White 
House for a large federal outlay 
for education, whether for teach 
ers’ pay or for school construe- 
tiot. 
Increased foreign aid spending 
is favored by those worried by 
the Communist inroads in Africa 
Asia 
and 
Latin 
America. 
O-v 
ponents have a new’ talking point 
just now — more foreign aid could 
boost the deficit in our interna­ 
tional payments and lay the base 
for still more loss of our gdd. 
The final stake: confidence in the 
American dollar. 
More spending for health and 
welfare projects, especially lust 
now for medical 
care for the 
aging, is being vigorously pushed. 
Federal outlays to spur housing 
construction, a speedup in high­ 
way spending, more slum cVaring 
projects, 
increased 
development 
of natural resources — all arc 
pushed by various task forces, or 
by state and local governments, 
or by private groups dedicated to 
them. 
Even while Congress is eorsid 
ering whatever such requests the 
new president may pass along, an­ 
other problem may be rising 
Incoming 
Treasury 
Secretary 
Douglas Dillon says he wants a 
balanced federal budget, or at the 
very least a deficit small enough 
to add but little to inflationary 
pressures that would undermine 
the dollar. 
He could find himself in con­ 
flict with any Cabinet colleagues: 
who want big spending programs 
for their departments.

Kennedy Is Asked To Solve 
2 Big U.S. Economic Issues 


By FRANK CORMIER 
WASHINGTON (A P)-A s a pres­ 
idential candidate. John F. Ken­ 
nedy urged a faster-growing econ­ 
omy. As the president his first 
problem will be to make it grow. 
The economy hasn't been grow­ 
ing at all since mid-196n. it has 
slipped into its fourth recession 
since World War II and most fore 
casters see little hope of an up­ 
turn before spring or summer. 
Determined to hurry the re ”ov- 
erv, Kennedy is expected to un­ 
veil an antirecession program soon 
after he is inaugurated on Jan. 20. 
Even as he does so. however, 
Kennedy will keep one eye cocked 
over his shoulder at the second 
major economic problem he will 
inherit--the whopping deficits in 
the U.S. balance of international 
payments. 


With Americans and their gov­ 
ernment paying out more money 
abroad than they receive, foreign- 
ers are collecting extra dollars 
with which they can buy Ameri­ 
can gold. The payments deficit 
approached $4 billion in 1960 and 
gold sales to foreigners hit $1.9 
billion. 
Dealing with this problem can­ 
not be postponed, because it is 
causing foreign anxiety about the 
future of the dollar, the keystone 
in the free world economy. A sour 
dollar obviously w’ould wreck Ken­ 
nedy s plans for enhancing the na­ 
tion’s prestige, not to speak of 
other effects. 
Were the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration remaining in office, its at­ 
tack on the recession might be in 
hibited to an important extent by 
the gold problem. 
Eisenhower backers say. for ex­ 
ample, that such traditional re­ 
cession cures as pump priming 
(red ink spending by Uncle Sam) 
might worsen the gold situation 
by leaning in the direction of in­ 
flation. Rising prices would make 
it more difficult to sell U S. goods 
abroad and earn the money that 
could reduce the paymems defi­ 
cit and buttress the dollar.

P r e s i d e n t Eisenhower has 
planned for a balanced budget in 
the coming fiscal year, and Ken­ 
nedy has declared himself gener­ 
ally in favor of that objective, too. 
Whether it can be achieved, how­ 
ever, seems certain to hinge on 
actual economic developments, as 
well as presidential intent. The 
Eisenhower administration has ex­ 
perienced several big deficit years 
due mainly to business slumps. 
Should emergency government ac­ 
tion become necessary’, economists 
believe Kennedy will not hesitate 
to propose them — including defi­ 
cit-spending measures. 
While the 
incoming president 
may trim his antirecession pro­ 
gram to a limited extent because 
of the gold situation, he will not 
let gold call the tune. 
Should the recession get severe 
enough, Kennedy might even ask 
Congress for a temporary tax cut 
to give the public more spending 
money. 
With Eisenhower, 
this 
would be a most unlikely maneu­ 
ver. 
In the final analysis, Kennedy 
may be willing to take a few risks 
with the gold situation because of 
his avowed determination to pro­ 
mote a dynamic economy able to 
afford broader social welfare prc- 
gwims. This goal will have equal 
rank with his foreign policy ob­ 
jectives. 
The President-elect made this 
clear during the campaign by re­ 
peatedly arguing there can be no 
strength abroad without strength 
at home. 
Indeed, Kennedy contends the 
image of a vital, expanding Amer 
ica would do much to dispel nag 
ging foreign fears about the del 
lar. 
Even so, he won’t be able to let 
the gold problem slide partial 
larly since his antirecession meas 
ures will tend to raise new ques 
tions about the gold situation. 
Eisenhower 
has 
attacked 
the 
payments deficit by curbing fed 
eral spending abroad, calling for 
reducing the number of military 
dependents 
overseas, 
promoting 
exports, and urging more help 
from other nations in financing 
the free world’s defenses and de­ 
velopment. 
Kennedy may make some mod­ 
ifications 
but 
won’t 
undo 
the 
whole package unless there is a 
significant reduction in the gold 
drain. 
Since 
foreigners 
fought 
more than $370 million of U.S. 
gold last month, that reduction is 
yet to come. 
Finally, 
even 
as 
he worries 
about gold and the recession Ken­ 
nedy will be pushing for a long­ 
term economic growth program 
and an attack on the persistent 
unemployment problem. 
In one of the sharpest shifts of 
policy direction in the economic 
field, the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion’s preoccupation with fighting 
inflation is expected to be sub­ 
ordinated to new emphasis on full 
employment and economic expan­ 
sion.

ed. there was a severe drought that 
year. 
Most intelligent astrologers re­ 
fuse to make detailed predictions 
because they agree that astrology 
has its limitations. It is a method 
of dealing with “the cosmic in­ 
fluence’’ or “the 
universal 
as­ 
pect." but these are vast general­ 
ized forces or forms and are not 
the only ones that influence human 
life. They determine tendencies but 
not events. For i n s t a n c e , nei­ 
ther death nor marriage can de­ 
finitely be seen in the stars in 
spite of age-old legends to the con­ 
trary. 
The greatest of the forces that 
confuse tile cosmic picture is free 
will. Can this prevail over a pre­ 
ordained fate? 
In closing. Mrs. Renick said:

“That the astrologers often fore­ 
tell the future is only possible be­ 
cause the majority of men follow- 
only their passions: for it is pre­ 
cisely the basic drives of human 
nature that are influenced by the 
heavenly bodies".

Highlights of Mrs. Tom Renick's 
talk: 
Horoscopes are based on the sci­ 
ence of astrology which is the old­ 
est science of which we have any 
knowledge; it is the foundation of 
every form of divination. 
The first race of men to study 
the stars were the Chaldeans who 
inhabited what we call Arabia. Or­ 
iginally the Chaldeans were a no­ 
madic race tending the flocks and 
herds by which they lived, and 
while watching the night skies they 
began to understand f a i n t l y , 
something of the movement of the 
stars. They noticed that the stars 
moved, or seemed to move slowly, 
and in fixed and certain groups 
which we call t'onstellations. 
Thus it was that the Chaldeans 
pondered the movements of the 
stars and presently realized that 
after a long interv al the same set 
of stars appeared rn exactly the 
same position on the left hand 
again. 
After grasping these facts they 
began to measure the length of 
time which elapsed between the 
appearance of a Constellation on 
the left hand of the sky and its re­ 
turn after it had disappeared on 
the right. In this calculation they 
made use of the moon and discov­ 
ered that, roughly, 13 full moons 
made up this period of elapsed 
time. 
For some reason the Chaldeans 
did not divide the heavens into 
thirteen portions as might have 
been expected from their study of 
the moon. 
Instead, they 
made 
maps or pictures of the stars as 
they went by and then divided the 
map into twelve parts which they 
called 
the 
Zodiac. The 
word 
means “A Belt" and the Zodiac is 
literally a belt of those Constel­ 
lations w-hich surround our Earth 
as it moves through space. 
From these calculations it was 
an easy step for the Chaldeans to 
count the 365 days which elapsed 
before the return of any one Con­ 
stellation. 
That 
was 
how they 
came to fix the length of a year 
and we have since added Leap 
year to take care of the excess of 
time in each twelve months 
In time, the Chaldees, as they 
were called, became the most fam­ 
ous astrologers of their time and 
traveled to many parts of the 
known world teaching and employ­ 
ing their knowledge of the stars 
Until the time of Galileo, who 
died in 1642, no clear distinction 
was made between astrology and 
astronomy. Most students of the 
movements of the heavenly bodies 
were, more or less, astrologers. 
Astrology continued to increase 
In credit till the middle of the 16th 
century. It was still practiced at 
European courts at the end of the 
27th century and had a few devot­ 
ees till the end of the 18th century 
even in England.
